More and more, these days 
stress lay apostolic movements and 
organization, the question the spirit- 
ual formation lay leaders raises its 
head tantalize the moderator such 
groups. speak “lay spirituality” 
often, and even quite glibly. Yet 
practice, religious educators continue, 
great part, trying mold these lay 
leaders into religious-life pattern.

Variety Spirituality 
While this spiritual life itself the 


same every soul, yet does not “re- 
create” every soul the same way 


the same extent. Grace elevates but 


does not destroy nature. And the mani- 
festations grace, like the sun’s illumi- 
nation stained glass masterpiece, 
will reflect the infinitely varied shades 
and tints human psychology. The 
poor man Assisi, the warrior Lo- 
yola, the contemplative Lisieux 
how differently grace manifested itself 
each!

doing, that are those lay person. 
“Lay” spirituality, then, means the imi- 
tation Christ specific state life 
(where the “specific state life” refers, 
not Christ, but imitation). That is, 
lived the vast majority Christians, 
the populus Dei. Lay spirituality, 
therefore, not “a” spirituality the 
same sense Dominican, Marianist, 
separate category, like sacerdotal re- 
ligious spirituality, within which each 
these various spiritual systems may 
realized. 


Religious Are Not Laity 

that when comes lay spirituality, 
the most important thing for us, priests 
and religious, remember is: are 
not lay people? simply are not. And 
though may, and must, sympathize 
with the lay person, his spiritual needs, 
his psychology all phases life, and 
his problems, are not lay people and 
therefore can never fully appreciate 
his condition. must lay spiri- 
tuality from those lay people with whom 
work, whom seek guide and 
direct; must docile the Holy 
Spirit working their souls, just they 
themselves must docile. must 
refrain from “imposing” our ready-made 
religious-life solutions their lay prob- 
lems and difficulties. And perhaps 
should admit from the very beginning 
that when thoroughly valid book will 
have been written lay spirituality, 
will necessarily have been written 
lay person. 

see here double need for spiri- 
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tual direction lay persons, including 
our students: the need they have our 
knowledge the spiritual life, moral 
principles, religious practices; and the 
even imperfectly, the lay life. Nor 
should think that because our- 
selves were once lay people, understand- 
ing lay life requires only little remi- 
niscing our part. have taken 
completely different psychological pat- 
tern since that time —if our religious 
seminary formation has been least 
partially successful! and see even 
our memories through that new frame 
reference. 


Human Nature 


But what the specific element which 
characterizes the psychological synthesis 
that lay spirituality? would seem 
this: that the lay person must 
God through creatures, through 
human values (and precisely those 
values which the religious renounces) 
through human love its highest mani- 
festations —in marriage and 
family, social, political, civic life; 
through possession and dominion, his 
own right, over the material universe; 
through responsibility initiative, 
making his own decisions and accepting 
their consequences. precisely 
loving these created things directly, 
exercising this dominion, and possess- 
ing these qualities, that the lay person 
comes close God; and his closeness 
God, normally speaking, will 
proportion his exploitation these 
human values. 

Evidently, then, the lay person’s scale 
values, his will not 
resemble that the religious. Here the 
lay person needs competent direction 
and here, above all, the religious 
priest must beware projecting his life 
and its scale values into the lay 
sphere! Those very things the priest 
religious sacrifices vow are precisely 
the very substance the lay life and 
therefore the lay person’s spirituality 
—human love, material possessions, 
self-rule. 


The Beatitudes 


Even the virtues which require spe- 
cial stress the lay person’s spirituality 
will differ, least their manifesta- 
tions, from those the religious. Great 
emphasis must laid the practice 
for the objectively real good the be- 
loved; Christian prudence daring 
fools for the sake Christ, yet 
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careful become all things all men 
bring Christ them; justice im- 
pregnated charity giving all 
their just due —to individuals, so- 
ciety, every sphere human living. 

The basis this lay spirituality 
should, seems, found the Beati- 
tudes, taken their full gospel context. 
Here, too, religious and priests must 
proceed with caution; much study and 
prayer must precede any action, lest the 
pletely presented those who hunger 
for the Full Truth. Whatever “adapta- 
tion” made the Gospel their lives 
must just that: adjustment and 
application the condition each, not 
watering down the Truth.

The spiritual formation the lay per- 
son must stress the sacraments and the 
liturgy, rather than certain paraliturgi- 
cal purely devotional practices, good 
the latter may themselves. 
are living troubled times, and only 
solidly spiritual training and living can 
save the lay person from disaster. 


Spiritual Direction 


Evidently, every educator knows. 
spiritual training must given 
lectual, and psychological maturity 
the individual. must not expect mir- 
acles; neither should satisfied 
with mediocrity! here especially 
that the need personal spiritual direc- 
tion becomes more apparent while 
that direction itself becomes more diffi- 
cult. Each soul unique, inviolable 
creation “note” the harmony 
God’s universe. Only God, the Artist, 
knows exactly what expects His 
creature; the director must help the 
individual discover God’s plan for him. 


Must Teach 


final word may said some 
practical aspects developing the lay- 
man’s spirituality. Frequent assistance 
Mass, frequent reception the sacra- 
ments Confession and 
are musts, far the duties 
state permit. Personal spiritual direction 
indispensable. may well men- 
tion (paradoxical may seem 
view what was said above) that spir- 
itual direction its more elementary 
stages, moral and spiritual for- 
mation, will frequently demand that the 
director take the initiative, and discover 
the directee the paths may most 
profitably follow. Prayer life must re- 
ceive special not much 
formal moments prayer, though they 
are important, striving toward that 
habitual attitude prayer which fol- 
lows from the spirit faith. The lay- 
man’s prayer often will consist pray- 
erful, that is, spiritual, thoughts about 
the world which lives persons. 
events, places, occupations. Spiritual 
reading must nourish this prayer life, 
and soon and much possible the 
layman’s spiritual reading should center 
itself Sacred Scripture and the 
Papal documents, particular those 
dealing with family and social questions. 
And for the laymen, even more than for 
the religious, the apostolate will 
means sanctification; must, 
Father William Joseph Chaminade put 
it, save himself working the salva- 
tion others.

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Mutual Acceptance Between College

Articulation between the high school 
the college supposes mutual re- 
acceptance each other, un- 
each other’s aims and ob- 
honest attempt integrate 
the common and sometimes variant pur- 
poses each.

Less frequently but nonetheless loudly, 
trumpeted the charge that the college’s so- 
cial activities are often poorly chaperoned, 
that liberties drinking and dress are con- 
doned, that fraternities, banned the high 
school level, are now allowed, with few 
synthetic months maturity from high 
school graduation college entrance being 
the justification. The correct sense col- 
lege values questioned the administra- 
tor because the mad search, the fees, 
and open pocketbook extended 
school star athletes college coaches and 
athletic directors. 

These claims may justifiable, whole 
part. The fact remains that the high 
school must recall that, regardless these 
challenges and difficulties, its prime purpose 
educate its charges intelligent, 
virtuous, cultured, sociable, healthy, and 
vocationally prepared American Catholics. 
With product prepared, the college 
can have little complaint, even allow- 
ing for the variations God-given ability.

Catholic colleges generally prescribe for ad- 
mission least three years English, 
two mathematics, two foreign lan- 
guage, and two social science. 

The Catholic college hopes that, ac- 
quiring this necessary preparation, the high 
school graduate will develop certain desir- 
able habits and attitudes. These include 
reverence for authority, sense respon- 
sibility, some vocational occupational 
convictions, desire for knowledge and 
further education, sense values the 
choice extracurricular activities, good 
work and study habits, and certain degree 
maturity, all essential for successful 
work college chosen vocation 
occupation.

Home Economics 


What this so-called comprehensive 
course home economics? worth 
while? workable? our day, the 
homemaker has last come into her own. 
Although modern living 
labor saving devices all sorts, still 
necessary for the young bride have 
clear knowledge the various phases 
homemaking insure that she will “live 
happily ever after.” reliable authority 
recently made the statement that marriages 
end failure not only because the 
wife’s inability cook, but also because 
the entire family’s lack appreciation 
emphasis family prayer. Advanced 
are, have not yet reached the press- 
the-button age when all our needs can 
supplied mechanical brain the 
home. Let hope that homemaking will 
never reach that state automation. The 
human touch has values that cannot 
mechanized. good homemaker should 
good housekeeper—one who 
acquainted with all the skills required 
maintain orderly house and keep the 
family well fed and well clothed. Since 
modern inventions have taken the drudgery 
out ordinary chores, these phases 
young wife’s duties become pleasure. 


Homemaking for All 


Homemaking for all girls, even for 
those who are not among the vast majority 
destined for marriage, either aid 
ultimate vocation, least avoca- 
tion. desirable, therefore, that course 
home economics included every 
course study. This course, for those who 
are interested and qualified for academic 
studies, could comprehensive one-year 
course offered the fourth year. For 
those who are not qualified take aca- 
demic studies, the same subject matter 
could given over three-year period 
the course each year still being compre- 
hensive scope, not divided into one year 
for foods, one for clothing, and one for 
general homemaking, sometimes 
done. double class period, two days 
week for foods, two for clothing, and one 
for general homemaking would give ample 
time which cover the field. 

Let consider what could taught 
the foods classes. survey the eating 
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habits our high school students will 
soon convince any open-minded investigator 
that even the intellectually elite and those 
with well-filled purses fall far short 
knowledge what meant well- 
balanced diet. Lacking the information and 
failing see the need such diet, 
eating habits follow pattern custom, 
likes, and convenience. Career mothers 
often entrust the responsibility meal 
planning and preparation their teen-age 
offspring, who must learn trial and 
error—a long drawn out, expensive 
method. Experience has shown that even 
those mothers who are not career minded 
gladly hand over the burdensome problem 


deciding “What shall have for 
dinner?” their children who are de. 
veloping interest meal planning. 
feel confident that the resultant menu wil! 
have the stamp new learning 
the mother and exciting and 
profitable experience for the future home- 
maker. Some teachers make practice 
give credit their students for practica! 
homework. deep source satisfac- 
—to note the enthusiasm which accom- 
panies this reporting meal, prepared 
all alone the day before, particularly when 
the added comment follows, “Everybody 
liked what cooked and Dad enjoyed the 
biscuits especially.”

Because her willingness correct her 
faulty reading habit, Kathy was granted 
the request she made the directress 
the academy.

Yes, who had the extra time this 
needed coaching? The writer this article 
was assigned this tutelage. 

All technical expressions were eliminated 
for while until the instructor was assured 
that Kathy could follow more advanced 
terminology. Kathy’s enthusiasm for learn- 
ing how read properly motivated her in- 
structor such extent that both 
teacher and pupil were keeping pace toward 
new discoveries the art elementary 
reading. was years more since 
Kathy’s tutor had studied the methods 
teaching phonics. Now was her chance! 
What did she recall that particular 
course primary education? Practically 
nothing. Picking workbook phonics, 
she read the directions the teacher 
printed the front and back inside covers. 
That was all she needed. Armed with 
structural analysis for building 
ground phonetic teaching, she presented 
the development ear training conso- 
nants, blended consonants, and digraphs.

Teachers, this our job 
help when there enthusiasm and 
willingness learn. The many moments 
embarrassment for the poor reader and 
also the occurrences when they are passed 
because “there time wait, since 
the reading must on,” are unforgettable 
unpleasantries. These unhappy events 
the life high school pupils have caused 
appreciable harm. Many contributors 
the betterment society never reach col- 
lege life because these unfortunate ex- 
perinces secondary education. However, 
the writer recalls how deserving college 
student managed get degree but was 
poor reader. You might think this in- 
compatible achievement but was done. 
was fortunate having roommate 


who discussed the lectures with him after 
class and also read the necessary supple- 
mentary treatises. His professors recognized 
the signs intelligence the boy and 
made allowances for the poor spelling 
his written answers. His excellent oral dis- 
cussions more than compensated for his 
reading handicap. 

One the signs superior intelligence 
reading readiness closely related reflec- 
tive and creative thinking the young 
learner. This must stated with some 
reservation. Just present educationists 
agree that the intelligence quotient not 
constant but variable, may other con- 
cepts education controversial. Kathy 
could not exactly classed the group 
contradiction that she was successful 
solving mathematical equations, with ma- 
ture judgment and yet found reading 
real problem. The I.Q. recorded her 
cumulative record was not fair index 
her mental ability, for group testing 
reading help could given her. more 
specialized and individualized test might 
prove satisfactory gauge. This was 
challenge the writer’s studies school 
adjustments and she believes that not 
necessary for pupil made equally 
capable all subjects. Specialization the 
interests the handicapped students 
well the gifted ones certainly one 
medium approach for avoiding malad- 
justment school life. Kathy, however, 
presented difficulty social maturity, 
for she exhibited leadership and responsi- 
bility matters outside intellectual fields. 
Nevertheless her tutor was anxious 
bring Kathy the enjoyment in- 
terests found debate and oral expression. 
With this view and with Kathy’s co- 
operation, her senior year should time 
gaining unforgettable skills. 


Some Conclusions 

Some the skills gained Kathy dur- 
ing four months private tutoring were 
outcomes worth mentioning. Adequate 
phrasing with modulated expression, word 
mastery and improved enunciation relieved 
her her former tenseness. She longer 
resorted inaccurate guessing words 
the insertion and omission words 
common poor readers. She could keep 
the place without finger pointing and im- 
proved recognition punctuation. There 
were more habitual repetition words 
and the strained voice characteristic the 
emotionally perturbed. Outcomes such 
these, dear teacher, bring joy the class- 
room and teaching. takes zealous 
pedagogue inspire them, for zeal 
teaching the practical phase resource- 
fulness applied.

SEGREGATION AND AFTER 


The Supreme Court based its 
decision the Segregation cases in- 
tangible factors relating education 
and conditions.

Washington, 

They note that the change desegre- 
gation produces “certain manifestations 
havior problems and decline 
havior problems, the researchers sug- 
gest, may have been overlooked the 
past though they are now focus. The 
decline educational achievement may 
due, they think, part “to the gen- 
erally impoverished cultural environ- 
ment” from which the Negro comes. 
Some factors operating may have been:

Cattail Pillows 

Pupils living near water are able get 
great number cattails, this tall 
marsh plant also enters into the pillow 
project. All get great thrill just tap- 
ping this spike and watching the seeds 
stream forth. With about cattails stu- 
dent can make nice full pillow. 


Pine Pillows 

Saving the Christmas tree needles 
make pine pillow seems favorite 
pastime. the odor pine, from these 
pillows, fills the living room long after the 
Christmas tree has been taken down, par-

The word “sodality” holds surprising 
power over the hearts and wills young 
people, ages 14. Once they have been 
exposed the experience, they will make 
real sacrifices order “belong,” some- 
without ever grasping the fundamen- 
tal principles the organization. would 
seem sad waste that the possibilities here 
providing experience prayer and 
zood works, well responsibility, 
and group action, not ex- 
plored and developed. 


Room Sodality 

How the grade school sodality organ- 
ized? Sometimes steps are taken the 
instigation the pastor, the school prin- 
cipal, the senior sodality director. Pos- 
sibly, these cases, the school sodality will 
operate whole, with each grade 
homeroom division the whole. One 
general director will guide the policy and 
the activities. While this may seem the 
preferred procedure, not usually the 
practicable procedure for the elementary 
school, for various reasons.

These suggestions are applicable the 
situation wherein the individual teacher 
wishes take advantage sodality pos- 
sibilities within her own group.

The children can led quite 
easily statement sodality goals, such 
as: honor God; honor the Blessed

means; training responsibility; improve- 
ment self-expression; experience work- 
ing together. 

Next should election officers: pre- 
fect, vice-prefect, secretary, and treasurer. 
Before the election, imperative that 
list qualifications for office formulated 
and accepted the group. Children will 
ordinarily suggest, and even adopt, qualifi- 
cations much too rigid effectual, such 
(1) Must Mass and Communion 
every day. (2) Must student. They 
are then just likely elect office 
boy girl who notoriously negligent 
both piety and study. The teacher 
this point will realize that these are symp- 
toms the desperate need guidance for 
future citizens earth and heaven. She 
must moderate the qualifications, arbi- 
trarily necessary. And, she wishes the

Membership should not compulsory.

Only 
ninth grade was there any student who 
chose not join. would seem that one 
the values introducing sodality organ- 
ization early precisely this: younger 
age every pupil wants belong, and 
therefore more likely continue 
sodalist.

The teacher should insist that the 
dues, any, kept minimum, and 
then insist, with exceptions, that they 


paid voted out. treasury not neces- 
sary, but funds can well used for Mass 
stipends, mission contributions, room dec- 
orations, subscriptions helpful publica- 
tions, such The Junior Sodalist (pub- 
lished The Queen’s Work). 


Assignment Duties 

After the initial meeting, the teacher 
alone with the help the officers should 
divide the entire class into units, each in- 
cluding from five ten students. Each 
unit should have leader and secretary, 
either elected the members the unit 
appointed the teacher. 

the sodality influence each child, 
must make contact with each child’s life 
and activity. The simple and vital point 
contact is—a job! However small and 
insignificant, the job gives the pupil 
responsibility for which must answer 
to: his unit leader and secretary; his officer 
supervisor; the prefect; the teacher. Each 
unit given set duties perform 
for period time. The unit leaders are 
assign the duties and check their per- 
formance. The prefect general super- 
visor, while the vice-prefect, secretary, and 
treasurer are each given one more units 
supervise. The teacher, with little 
brain-cudgeling, can arrange the duties into 
groups corresponding with the number 
units. Everyday classroom duties may 
supplemented with such items holding 
child responsible for announcing each day 
the next day’s feast way reminder 
daily Mass attendance. sample set 
such duties now operation with group 
sixth graders is: duties A—1, 
clean blackboard; lead dismissal line 
stairs; lead classroom prayers; tend 
pencil sharpener; check daily noon-hour 
visit the Church. The leader and the 
secretary, who not ordinarily have 
duty, are see that absent pupils’ duties 
are not neglected. This general program 
should arranged and presented the 
officers that they can present the 
group. 


Managing the Meetings 
the second meeting, general be- 
wilderment will prevail. The officers will 
inadequate clarifying the situation. The 
teacher will have violate her background 
status insure minimum understand- 
ing, but better times are ahead. The gen- 

eral schedule something like this: 
Meetings every week, least bi- 
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weekly. (May correlate with English 
religion class, taken from study 
period.)

Duties rotate among units. Unit 
begins with Duties Next time Unit 
takes Duties while Unit has Duties 
and until each unit has had each set 
duties.

Each unit keeps each group 
duties for two weeks. Part meeting time 
devoted “huddles” for the members 
each unit receive their assignments 
from the leader. 

The teacher responsible student 
should make out check lists for each group 
duties, with space provided for record- 
ing the name the student assigned 
the duty and for daily checking its per- 
formance. Leaders secretaries should 
allowed short time each day for checking 
these lists. 

For the first few weeks, merely becom- 
ing accustomed this system will 
sufficient activity, along with occasional 
projects which may come discussion 
meetings. The teacher might instigate 
some general activities, such weekly rec- 
itation the Rosary the group the 
presence the Blessed Sacrament. 
stamp collection for the missions will al- 
ways serve the need apostolic activity. 
With patient stimulation, such project 
can become breathlessly competitive. 

However, after the duties procedure has 
acquired the ease routine, time in- 
troduce idea more clearly related the 
sodality goals. the regular meetings, al- 
ternately conjunction with the “hud- 
dles” for assignment duties, let each unit 
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choose project for two weeks, such 
aiming for unanimous recitation the 
Rosary daily, participation 
clothing drive for the needy, contribu- 
tion the children’s collection Sunday 
Mass. the end the two-week period, 
the secretary each unit reports the 
general meeting the degree success 
the project chosen. 


Valuable Experience 

Children’s natural absorption them- 
selves and each other can thus related 
the practice the virtues. will 
discovered that these and similar simple 
activities, with careful planning and occa- 
sional “pep talks” the teacher, will 
enormously attractive middle-grade stu- 
dents, and will lead them independent 
related activities. The children are also 


provided with some few ideas organiza- 
tion and group procedure which they can 
carry over into the religious organizations 
the more difficult years adolescence 
and adulthood.

children make experience reading 
chart about the setting the Christmas 
crib their schoolroom.

Making the First Chart 

When everything has been arranged prop- 
erly, the teacher takes piece chalk 
and standing front the blackboard, 
says, “Let’s write story about what 
have just done.

Christmas Crib. The teacher writes this 
name the board, preferably manu- 
script writing. The instructor then pro- 
ceeds get the children tell her, step 
step, just how they set the crib. 
Sentences are printed the blackboard 
the children suggest them. 

The order these printed sentences 
should follow closely the children’s actions 
setting the crib. order steer the 
pupils, the teacher may make the following 
suggestions: “What did first? What 
was the next thing did? What did 
Such sequence gives the chil- 
dren cues which will help them read the 
sentences. The repetition several words 
and phrases the sentences also helps 
recognition. The following short sentences, 
some similar ones, will probably 
given the children.

phrases may picked out the children. 
Directions may given find the word 
“sheep” the phrase “little Baby Jesus” 
etc. 

this time the first graders will 
able read the board chart readily. But 
this chart must left the blackboard. 
good idea write “Do not erase,” 
that the room cleaners will not rub 
out. 

The next step for the teacher print 
identical chart cardboard. printing 
set may used, the teacher prints 
well manuscript, the chart may made 
less time. 

The children soon will discover that the 
sentences the cardboard chart are the 
same those the board chart. Several 
children may read the cardboard chart. 
Similar sentences, words, and phrases may 
found both charts. When enough 
drill has been given this phase the 
work, the chart the blackboard may 
erased. But the cardboard chart should 
kept for review reading. Children like oc- 
casionally read over again all the ex- 
perience charts which they have made. 

Teachers are often astonished the 
ease with which first graders read these ex- 
perience charts. Oftentimes many new 
words will appear the chart vocabularies. 
Even retarded children read more readily 
when the reading material presented first 
concrete form. 

The ease with which young children read 
experience charts has psychological basis. 
Small children derive 
from doing things. The more avenues 


approach, the faster the learning. 
senses have been brought into play the 
activity setting the crib. The chil- 
dren have not only seen and heard what 
was going on; they have also touched the 
stable and statues and felt the weight 
them. They have smelled the odor the 
hay. They can read the chart because they 
have created themselves. 

The joy and interest shown the chil- 
dren constructing their own reading 
charts and the rapid progress the 
make the use experience charts wel! 
worth while.

Storing Food 

Storing food requires business acumen, 
well marked sense orderliness and 
neatness. the entrance the storeroom, 
scales are conveniently placed 
products received can checked imme- 
diately upon delivery specific weight, 
size, measure. card containing tables 
weights may hung the storeroom 
facilitate this. The storeroom adjacent 
the kitchen and lined three walls with 
deep shelves. Canned goods and other com- 
modities are arranged the shelves alpha- 
betically grouped according classi- 
fication. All legumes are stored metal 
containers while flour and sugar are stored 
sacks arranged crisscross platform.

rotated that storage does not affect the 
quality the food.

recipe file necessity since all items 
are prepared from standard recipes and 
the amount prepared also stated 
the card.

Experience has proved that careful buy- 
ing, well care preparation, will 
prevent waste and reduce leftovers. The 
problem leftovers will always with 
us.

Some ideas that can 
carried out the using leftovers are:

Water-Emulsion Paints 

kind revolution the paint in- 
dustry began 1949 when latex paints 
were put the market. They were im- 
mediately successful due their appeal 
the “do yourselfer.” Here was paint 
that could thinned with water and ap- 
plied easily with brush roller. dried 
less than hour; its odor short 
lived and not too penetrating. The clean-up 
job simple because brushes rollers are 
cleaned rinsing with water and mistakes 
can readily erased with wet cloth. 
addition this, the new coating can 
washed after few days. wonder the 
water-emulsion paint became immediately 
popular. 

Still, there nothing new about using 
water paint. The idea centuries old. 
The ancient Egyptians and Greeks used 
sour milk plus freshly burned lime make 
whitewash. About 1900, powder paints 
containing glue, whiting, and chalk made 
their first appearance. The major objection 
these types was their lack washability. 
Present-day water-emulsion paints are not 
only washable but yield hard, durable 
surface which compares favorably with 
that obtained from oil-base paint. 

The term “latex” paint originally referred 
the “rubber base” paints, that is, those 
that contain butadiene-styrene. the 
present time the term latex applied 
any water emulsions dispersed resins 
polymers. Thus any the water-thinned 
paints the market may referred 
latex paints.

Alkyd Paints 

Alkyd resin-emulsion paints have been 
known for several decades. High quality 
alkyd paints were developed for military 
use during World War II. Their present 
popularity probably direct result 
the vigorous advertising campaign that fol- 
lowed the introduction the rubber base 
paints 1949 and the development 
new and better types. Backers alkyds 
claim that they have many the ad- 
vantages the latex types plus harder, 
more durable, less shiny surface. They also 
claim alkyds won’t deteriorate the pres- 
ence grease heavy moisture and thus 
can recommended for kitchens, bath- 
rooms, and shower rooms. Most latex 
paints would not satisfactory these 
areas. One the disadvantages the 
alkyd resin types that the clean-up job 
requires solvent like turpentine, gasoline. 
other organic solvent rather than water. 
Regardless the arguments either side, 
the fact remains that alkyds are very 
popular with the general public today. 


Polyvinyl Acetate Paints 

Polyvinyl acetate the emulsion paint 
king England. now getting more 
and more attention this country. Paints 
based polyvinyl acetate are now the 
market for both interior and exterior use. 
The films produced show good adhesion 
number different surfaces and offer 
light stability. They have not yet 
found wide usage interior top coats but 
are becoming popular among professional 
painters undercoats for oil-base flat 
enamels. They seal well and are not af- 
fected alkaline “hot new 
plaster. Emphasis far has been ex- 
terior stucco, masonry 
crete. Acceptance has been good Califor- 
nia and Florida where such surfaces pre- 
dominate. 


Acrylic Emulsions 
Probably the most recent materials 


attain commerical acceptance have been 
acrylic emulsions. They set rapidly and 
stand well under light and weather ex- 
posure. The major objection these paints 
far has been their relatively high cost. 
Acrylic paints for interiors and for exterior 
masonry are the market. Since they are 
relatively new there has not been time 
get long-term reactions. Results date, 
however, seem good, particularly ma- 
sonry. 


Variety Colors 

outstanding feature modern paints 
the wide variety colors offered. The 
public today has become color conscious. 
Many colors used today, especially deep 
shades, have been available for some time, 
but never paint that the average per- 
son could use successfully. 

Another color development universal, 
tube-packaged tints which are being field 
tested several major paint companies. 
They are intended for addition, the 
dealer’s store, either exterior interior 
paints both alkyd flat and latex types. 
Such tints may offer customers choice 
500 paint shades tints. Tube tints 
for oil paints are already available; they 
reportedly offer more than 700 variations 
and can used some cases with latex 
paints. 


Oil Water Paint? 

What are the relative merits oil and 
water paints? This subject very con- 
troversial one the paint industry. Oil 
backers claim better quality. Oil-base 
paints, they say, give richer-looking flat 
interior finish the type popular today. 
Also claimed are greater versatility 
usage and over-all dependability. Latex 
paint backers claim superiority ease 
application, cleanability, durability, and 
attractive finish. They argue that latex 
paints didn’t give attractive finishes there 
would not have been such wide accep- 
tance the general public. 

What professional painters think 
the latex paints? Painting contractors 
general have been slow adopt latex 
paints. Professionals have long been prej- 
udiced against water-thinned paints due 
experience with materials like whitewash 
and calcimine which, though satisfactory 
within their limits, were not quality paints. 
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reputable contractor can’t afford use 
paints not thoroughly proved. Recently, 
however, latex products have been finding 
more professional users. They are proving 
themselves and everyone agrees that they 
save time. Bidding large painting con- 
tracts highly competitive. Time 
major factor and where latex paints can 
used time can saved. This allows more 
competitive bids and actually creates more 
jobs, because lower costs. 

Unions likewise have been slow take 
latex paints. Professionals work the 
hour and paints that decrease job time also 
decrease pay checks individual jobs. 
However, the time saved permits more jobs 
taken they are available. Such 
features clean-up, odor, and ease ap- 
plication not impress the professional. 
fact, through long habit may find 
oil-base paints easier apply than the 
water paints. While many painters still 
not like these paints they are slowly giving 
in. Another sign change growing ac- 
ceptance roller application barred 
unions many areas until quite recently.

Research Paints 

The quality paints the market 
the present day certainly much better 
than was decade two ago. Paint 
manufacturers employ large numbers 
chemists and other technically trained men 
unceasing effort produce newer 
and better surface coatings. 
quality paints now available today are the 
result constant research, better methods 
testing and more efficient methods 
processing and control. The day when paint 
making was art fast passing. Paint 
making becoming more and more 
science. Through the efforts the chemist 
and formulator the desired properties 
paint can “built in” through the in- 
telligent use facts gained research 
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and testing. believe the day not far off 
when surface coatings can “tailor made” 
much the same way that the chemist 
now able make “tailor made” drugs, 
dyes, automobile fuels, and plastics. 

Yes, the paint industry has made great 
strides providing newer and better paints. 
But this not the end. Newer surface 
coatings will continually appear the 
market. cannot predict what they will be. 
But know that the paint industry will 
constantly strive produce better sur- 
face coatings.
